We obſerv'd that the 
bulky Cupboard was a Nuſance to the whole 
Family of Houſhold-ſtuff, which it had mightily 
diſobliged by entrenching on their Liberties, 
they grudging it ſo much Room ; and indeed 
the Table, Bed, and other Utenſils have ne 
ſuffer'd a little Detriment by its injurious Co- 
ſiguity. We had a Proſpect of whole Territories 
about this Building, which though not large, 
were exceedingly well fortified; a little 
Hedge being a Palliſado on one Side, and a 
narrow Trench, inſtead of a Bulwark, on the 
other: the Continuity of the Mound was violated 
by a Notch in the Corner to ſer a Stile in, over 
which when we had paſſed, we eſpied a Bank 
like a little Hybla, cap'd with a Hive of Bees, 
which this fall Eden curiouſly carv'd, and (as 
it were Nuincunx d) into a — did feaſt with 
the Moiſture of its delicious Flowers, Leavi 
the Phylacteries of this Yard, we met the Good 
Houſewife = this little Tenement _ her 
Tippet briſtling, her Mouth mumping, and her 
Hards kau ſhe had a Cade Cad at her 
Rear, attending upon her, and a Kitten in the 
2 conducting her home. 

We followed our Noſes from hence, and 
were directed by the Clue of a lon Hedge 5 
which, after a great Extent in „ we 
found to be Yagg'd with a rough Lane; 
turning from which, a little toward the right, 
we overtook a Church * (like an * 
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A- Yourney through Wales, 11 
and moping by itſelf, at ſome Diſtance from the 
Town; 9 whether it run from the Pariſh, or 
the Pariſh from it, we are not as yet informed, 
though we have moſt Reaſon to ſuſpect the 
latter; in Regard as to outward Appearance, 
the weak Conſtitution of the Fabrick ſeem'd 
not much to be addicted to run. It feem'd 
to be very crazy, and had a Muffler of Ivy, 
which, we preſume, were inſtead of Crutches; 
for, whereas that feeble Vegetable is uſually 
upbeid by the Walls it clings to, we believe 
it was a Buttreſs here to ſupport the Walls. 
But having ſadden'd our Aſpect - with the me- 
lancholy Looks of this deſolate Temple, we

12 _.Tbe Briton Deſcribed; or, 
Time, took Occaſion to ſhew their Skill and 
Breeding at Fiſty-cufls, but (Thanks to the Stars) 
without any Danger to their Profeſſions; for 
they did not. ſo much aim at the Head, as le- 
vel their F ury at each cothers Heels where their 
Knowledge was ſuppoſed not to lie, though 
ſome hold that they have as much Learning 
at one End, as they have at be other. The moſt 
remarkable Thing in this Village was a Car- 
rot- pate Houſe at the: Pofteriors of the Town; 
it was covered with . Tile, and was curiouſly 
contrived after the 7alian Models. The Ma- 
ſter that did animate, or the EsleasxVa of this 
Stone Carcaſs (they told us) was lately dead: 
His Diſtemper was a Quarrel between his Belly 
and his Back; the one being burſten took Pet 
and run away from the other, ſo that the poor 
Man, being at a Loſs for a Place to put his 
Victuals in, yd with a Conceit.. 
St. Criſpin's Diſciple, having a Miſtreſs in 
this Lordſhip, and being almoſt within the 
Atmoſphere o her Preſence, began to wind her, 
and had a great Tendency to the Place where 
ſhe was; ſo that I might as ſoon expect that 
a Stone ſhould fall beyond the Center, as that 
this gentle.

Stone, about a4 Foot ſquare; being placed 
perpendicularly upright, its Northern Ex- 
tremity was croſs d by another at right An- 
gles; on the other Side whereof; was erected 
another perpendicular corrreſpondent to the 
former: The Poſition of theſe Materials made 
a pretty Fabrick, over which a Man might 
commodiouſly paſs; its Surface was ſmooth;

His Inſtru- 
ment (like a Gizzard was tucked under his 
Arm, which; by Shag of Elbow, he did bus 
into Harmony, and /queezeiout of its Womb 
moſt raviſhing Ditties. We made but few Re- 
marks on the Perſon of the Juggler,” only we

5 18 Ihe Briton "Deſeribed; or, 
ſued him. We ſtay'd not to ſee the Iſſue of 


the Race, but advanced forward in a > - con 
progreſſive Motion, who, after a little Time, 
were croſſed by a Rivulet, which wriggled along 
with a crooked Current; over which we con- 
veyed ourſelves by Saltation.

After a ſmall Offering of Thanks for our 
careful Search, the Swine-herds turned to the 
left, and we wheeling to the right, after we had 
jogg d over ſome few Acres of a phlegmatick and 
cold Conſtitution, moſt happily popped on the 
warmer Turf of a pleaſant Cornfeld.

fringed about with a Mound of Elder trees,

Ordure. It was four Inches Diameter, and 


probably diſcharged from a Muſquet Bore, and 
that near upon the Confines of a Tuft of 

Wormwood, whoſe bitter Scent mixed with - 
the Unſavourineſs of excrementitious Atoms 
breathed - a medly kind of Stink, and gave 
but ordinary Entertainment to our offended 


Noſtrils. Among the Ruins of this Mound, we 


diſcovered. the Snout and ſome other Limbs of 
a murthered Dial; it was not ſo defaced, but 
that we could diſcover in its Phyſiognomy ſome 
martyr'd Figures, that were yet legible, and 
there. were ſome Relicks of Lines, that were 
not quite obliterated. Time, I preſume (be- 
ing vexed perhaps that it ſhould obſerve its 
Motions) hath ſet its Grinders in it, and out 
of Envy and Malice hath quite devour*d it. 


P am apt to think that this Pile of Stones ſtood 
in its native Country, where it was firſt bred, 


as may 


Be con jectured from an adjacent Pillar, 
whoſe Pregnancy (we fancy) produced this Lit- 
ter of Stones, it being the Mother of theſe 
rocky Babes. We advanced to the Orifice of 


this lapideous Womb, where were hewing Mor- 


tals, by cruel Midwifery, digging out the Off- 
ſpring of teeming Earth. It was an unpoliſb'd 
Spectacle, and the Workmen were as rough 
and uneven as the Proſpect; and the Artificers 
were as intractable and ſtubborn, as the Mate- 
rials, or Objects of their Art. Two of the 


moſt bratony Paviers ſtood lolling by the Mat- 


rock that picked them out, and a ſingle one, 


in a decumbent Poſture, lay proſtrate at their 


Feet, whoſe Northern Extremity performed the 


Office of a Pedeſtal to the Enbrio of a Sta- 
tue, which was but newly hatched, and faſhion'd 


in 
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in a Bed of Sand. The Declivity of a Cor- 
ner, near the Entrance mto the Pit, gave Occa- 


ſion to the Water to fagnate into a Puddle ; 


through which we did not fail, though the

| ſage through which we entered. But no ſooner 


had we convey'd ourſelves out of this Hole, but 
after we had traced over ſome few Furlongs 
of a graſſy Pavement, a certain Moiety of our 
Bodies popp'd into another, and a few Steps 
after, ſome of our Feet happened into a third; 


and, a little while after, falling down, our 


Hands were buried in two more. We won- 
dered who had punched ſo many Eyelet-holes 
in the Earth's Skin, till ſeeing Robin Ran-a 


bole fit mumping (like a Trogladite) in his 


Houſe under Ground, we perceived the In- 
cloſure, we were in, was a well-peopled Warren: 


We had a Frisk or two after the Inhabitants of 
the Place ; but their Heels ene Deſign 


on their Scuts, for the Nimbleneſs of the one 


ſecured them from Impoſition of Salt on the 


other. The Sanfuary of their Burrows defend- 
ed them from the Violence of all Perſecutions. 
Their Cells were contiguous, nay, in ſome Pla- 


ces, they had broken down the Partitions, and 
by a frequent Burglary did invade the Privac 


of each others Apartments. The Dragon that 


kept this Garden of Conies was a Zam- 
zummin in Stature, a ſecond Goliab, whoſe 


Hand was 2warterſtaff*d with a mighty Beam. 
They tald us of an Hercules or two that came 


to encounter this Keeper, (who *tis ſaid) did ſo 
oul-club the Yermin, that inſtead of an Auger- 
bole, he made them earth themſelves in the 


C3 * Aſylum 
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Aſylum of a Coney-bole. The Bt of the 
Keeper ſtood near 85 Center of his Dominions, 
being the Metropolitan Seat of that little Nation 
of Rabbets. The Architecture of the Fabrick 
was not contemptible, being ſtately in Height, 
whoſe Top was crowned with the Magnificence 
of Turrets, whoſe vigilant Loftineſs had an Eye 
to the Security of the circumjacent Region. 
The biggeſt Wonderment, we beheld about it, 
was, That its Head did not ſhoot ſo far p- 
ward into one Element, but its Feet ſunk as 
low downward into another, it ſtanding Knee- 
deep, nay almoſt up to the Waiſt in Earth, 
having as many Stories under Ground as it had 
above. Whether the Bucks or Does were the 
Pioneers that dug thoſe Cellars, or whether the 
Architect deſign'd them on Purpoſe to pre- 
vent the Underminings of thoſe notable Det- 
vers, We are not fo well able to determine. We 
eſpied, ig, a Corner, a wooden Stratagen or 
two on Purpoſe to entrap (we ſuppoſed) en- 
ſnaring Reynard, ſo that that living Gin, fo 
fatal to Pullen, dy*d himſelf in a Wi le, and 
one Trap was trapann'd by another. It was a 
well-contrived Ambuſh, and pretty handſomely 
victual'd with a good luſty Temptation, which 
ſo wrought upon Reynard, that he could not, 
by any Means, reſiſt its Charms, though it is 
thought he was as wiſe a Fox as any in Æſop, 
whom we never met with, without a Piece of 
Mortality tacked to their Talk. * : 
Having paſs'd the Bounds of this Rabber- 
Limbo, it was not long before we were em- 
brac'd within the Confines of a Spot of Ground 
like an Orchard; for the Ranges of Vege- 
tables gave us a * Suſpicion that Bo. 
mona. 
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mana had had her Reſidence in that Place: Here 
Autumnus ſtood lolling under the Preſſure of 
a Burden, being ſcarce - able to bear ſo many 
Wreaths of Fruit. His Head was crown*d fo, 
that it bow'd with Apples; fo that ſhaking 
his Ears as we paſs'd through, he did ſo pelt 
us with a Shower, that the unlading of his 
Noadle made Frafures in our Pates, and rais*d 
* Tumours in Sinciput as big as Kentiſh Pippins. 
The Place was pretty populous with Trees, 
the Squadrons whereof ſeem'd to be well diſ- 
ciplin'd, ſtanding in their Ranks, and as it 
were in Baitle-array like a well order'd Ar- 
my. Here were ſeveral Degrees of Vegeta- 
bles in wonderful Subordination one under 
another from the Commonalty of Shrubs to 
the Majeſty of a Cedar. Here were Inferior 
and Superior, and (as it were) Dignify'd 
Fruit-Trees; among whom there ſtood a Pear- 
Tree, I ſuppoſe Lord Primate of the Hie- 
rarchy. In a South-Weſt-corner W ũ＋n eſpy'd a 
few vermiculating Hops, wriggling like Worms 
up the Pyramid of a Pole; near which ſtood 
an Elm-Tree in the Arms of Ivy, which 
hugg'd it ſo cloſe, that it was almoſt in- 
corporated into it by its claſping Embraces. 
The Poſteriors of the Elm-Tree were moſt 
barbarouſly chaſtisd by the Prickles of a 
Bramble, which the Breath of Solus would 
often move with ſmart Jerks. One -of our 
Company taking an occaſion to paſs by one 
of theſe unſeen Briars, they preſently had their 
Talons clawing upon his Back, and frighted 
the Man as much as. the Buſh did Hema 
benes, which, catching him by the Coat, mad 


him ( ſuppoſing it to be an Enemy) to cry

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out for Quarter: But the Fellow being cas'd 
in Leather, and the Byffneſs of his Coat be- 
ing Armor-proof againſt the Briſtles and (as 
it were Hedghogiſm of their Prickles, they could 
not faſten their Fangs in his Garment, where- 
fore (Thanks to his Stars) the Man had no 
Hurt, but was bleſs'd with a great Deliverance. 
Toward the Bottom of this Orchard lay proſ-. 
trate the Trunk of a flain Myrtle, and that 
not far from the Verge or Shadow of a Cops 
of Beans, pretty tall in Stature, and well 
branch'd ; by the Coverlets we ſaw there ſhould 
be Beds not far off, I ſuppoſe they were the 
| Lodgings of Carrots, Turnips, and of other 
Roots. There were Cabbages grown to a com- 
mendable Globoſity, the Roundneſs whereof tempt- 
ed us to a Game at Fot. ball; we banded 
them about ſufficiently, and made ſome of them 
caper over a Ten-foot-wall. One of the Game- 
ſters was hit juſt in the Mouth, the Bore where- 
of, being too little for the Bullet, could not re- 
ceive it into its Orifice, but however it gelded 
and damp'd its Fury, fo that it did not retort 
with Violence to the Injury and Detriment of 
any body elſe. We had ſweat longer at the 
Recreation and Olympick Sport of Kick-Cab- 
bage, had not the Breath of Cloacina (her Ha- 
bitation being near) been ſo ſtrong, and been 
a Nuſance unto us. | © 
So that being ſunk out of our Quariers, 
we turn'd our Quarters upon the Stink, and 
travePd over a Grate into a Church-yard : 
The Track of our Path lay between the Man- 
fron Houſe of the Levite on the left-hand, and 
the Church on the right; behind which to- 
wards the South there ſtood or lay (we can-

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not tell which) a weather-beaten Tomb, which 
was Mouſe-eaten at one End by that Vermin 
Time, that nibbles all things: i ſeem*d to be 
an inverted Hog-irough turn'd topſy-turvy with 
ics Muzzle downward ; but whether it was or 
not, or whether it was purpoſely erected as a 
Monument to preſerve the Memory of thoſe 
Aſhes that lay under it, we cannot tell, tho? 
we have ſome Reaſon to ſuſpe& the former, 
in regard there were ſo many Swine a digging 
about, who, with the natural Spades of their 
Noſes, had almoſt made a Pit- hole for the Stone, 
and ſo had like to have bury'd one Grade in 
another. Here was a whole Herd of Swine a 
rooting as if they had been turn'd in on 
purpoſe to root up Chriſtians, as they are 
in the Fields in ah to dig up Turffles. 
A little Wall lay ſculking about this Territory 
of the Dead, which we ſuppos'd was 'plic'd 
there as a Bulwark to their Aſhes, but it 
prov'd but a feeble Fence againſt the Intru- 
ſion of the Lambs, who made frequent Capre- 
olls into this adjacent Dormitory: The Mound 
Vas raig'd a little, and capp'd with Turf, and 
environ'd with the Hollowneſs of a good hand- 
ſome Ditch; but yet neither Cap nor _ 
could keep theſe Animals from leap.fr 
over them, from grazing in a ch 
and from turning a Cæmetery of Shades and 
Ghoſts into a Feeding Paſture of hungey 
Beaſts. 

We mounted this Wall, and mov'd on to- 
wards the Weſtern Period of our intended 
Journey. The bordering Cloſe was pimpled 
with Moſle-hills, which ſeem'd but young 
Protuberances not bliſter'd into the —_ of

Leaving this Ground 
behind us, we deſcended the  Declivity of an

Not far from this Country Tuſculum ſtood 
the and of a Houſe in the Embraces of a 
Moat, like Ticho's Uranoberg in the midſt 
of the Sea; an ancient Pile, a reverend Neft 
of as venerable a Bird, which having taken 
her flight hath left it a Solitude. The. great- 
eſt Obſervables were a little filent Bell in 
Duodecimo, which, being utterly diFfeepled, hung 
between the Collops of an. old Wall, or rather 
a Mortar invers'd, which had loſt its Peſtle, 
ſo that it was not vocal by Stroke of in- 
ternal Clapper, but by Knocks and Blows of ex- 
ternal Hammer ; within the Sound of this Bell 
ſtood a lolling Waſbing- Bloc; being a wood- 
en kind of Anvil, where the She-Yulcans were 
hammering out with Battle-Door the Filth of 
Linnen, whoſe unctuous Diſtillations were the 
Nile that water'd the little Egypt of the adjacent 
Garden.

with a Ridge: It 'ſeem'd to ſtand upon Stilts, 
and to be a moving Habitation like thoſe of 
the Getes, Twas prefac'd with a Portico, in- 
to which we aſcended by a Scale of Stairs. 
The whiſtling Wind breath'd a. Vertigo in its 
Pate, whoſe Giddineſs, communicating a Mo- 
tion to its Grinders, made it whirlegig the Grain 
into Flower, A little diſtant from hence be- 
yond a ſmall ſandy Deſart ftood a Village, 
whoſe Steeple was in its Center, not unlike 
the Maſt of a Ship. This Tower, as to out- 
ward Appearance, had a Portly Perſon: yet 
they told us it had the Imperfection of Dumb- 
neſs; it having been di/-belPd for ſome Years. 
They were alarm'd to Church by the Report 
of a Muſquet, which the Clerk (being an emi- 
nent Gunner) did uſually diſcharge at every 
Man's Door. This Clerk was a' Weaver by 
Trade, and had relation to a Zoom, wherein 
he had been ambling for ſeveral Years with 
one Foot 1p and the other down, and with 
all his treading hath ſcarce got Cloth enough 
to repair the Breaches of his tatter'd ' Elbows.

Non: ſongſters; really they told us that this 
Notable Man gave it ſuch a neat Jerk, as that

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he titchd it into the Church ſtrangely. Now, 
I fay, for the Clerk to have a rare Koch of 
ſec n ing the Hymn from thoſe that would ſteal 
it, Oh! *tis an excellent Thing!. The moſt 
remarkable Things in this Town were an Eccleſi- 
aſtical Wall made of ſecular Mud, which mound- 
ed in the Introduction of the Parſonage: : it af- 
forded ſecure Harbour to Yagrant Bees, who, 
rendezvouling here, became a Colony; they made 
ſo ma iy Cells in it, that it appear'd to be the 
Fragment of a reverend Honey- Comb. Not far 
from this grew a Tree in Folio, an huge, thick, 
ſquot Elm, pounded within the Circumferences 
of four Benches, which we-ſuppos'd to be Seats 
made on Purpoſe for the Poſteras of Spectators, 
when Whitſun-Ale is ſolemniz*d with Feftivity of 
Fiddle, and celebrated with Caper after £209. and 
Tabor. 

Immediately after our Departure from ha 
Place, Night overtook us, whoſe Sables, eclipſ- 
ing the Splendor of the Day, ſhorten'd our 
Courſe, and crooken'd our Career aſide to look 
for a Lodging. An happy Ketroſpect oblig'd us 
with the Proſper? of glimmering Thatch, which 
the nearer we approach'd, the more viſibly it 
appear'd in the Shape of an Houſe. It was call'd 
by way of Irony a Caſtle, whoſe Governor was 
a decay*d Taylor, who having loſt, through an 
unfortunate Hole of his Pockets, his Needles 
and Thimble, thoſe Chattels of his Breeches, and 
Implements of his Vocation, was reduc'd to 
Poverty. The Man was nimble of Foot, though 
a Dwarf in Bulk, fo that nine of ſuch. mi = 
very well club to the elementing of a Man.

tripp'd up a Ladder to the Apartments of our 
| ſeveral 
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ſeveral Cabbins, where, with the Poppies of 
Sleep, we refreſh'd our Noddles, to the great - 
Comfort and Satisfaction of our wearied Car- 


caſſes. After Valediction to Pricklouſe, the 


next Morning we ſet out with the Sun, and had 
not went above a Mile or two, but we heard 
the Rumour of a ſad Diſaſter which had lately 
befallen a Country Corydon, which was the Loſa 
of a whole Pound of Candles, ſuppoſed to be 
ſtolen by ſome High-way Rat at one Robbery. 
The Relations were various as to the Manner of 
the Theft; ſome ſay he carried them away be- 
hind him, like a Bardex of Sticks; others ſay, 
that he hung them by his Side like Bandileers, 
but moſt agree, that he laid them upon his 
Shoulder one by one, and ran arm'd away with 
the Luminaries as with ſo many Muſquets. We 
were. ſomewhat amazed at the Horror of that 
fad Story, fearing leſt we ourſelves ſhould be a 
Prey to thoſe bold Banditi, who, being pretty

another Hill; but it bore no Proportion to the 
Seat it ſat on, being but a Pimple to it, as that 
was but a Mole-hill to the whole Globe; it put 
us in mind of Pelion clambering upon the Back 
of Of, that falſe Heraldry of the Giants, Hill 
upon Hill, by which Bunches they thought to 
have ſcal'd Heaven; the Crown of the upper- 
moſt was ſomewhat depreſſed and ſunk into the 
Hollowneſs of a little Valley, about which ſtood 
the natural Banrifters of ſome T —

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whoſe folding Branches weav'd into a Zettice, 
which threaded by the Sun-beams dappled the

Flower of their Accoutrements, except two or 
three Locks of Wool tuck'd like Scuts under 
their Girdles as a Badge of their Profeſſion ; and 
ſome cramm'd Stockings bobbing at their Sides as 
Trophies of their Pyracies. 
Some few Furlongs from hence there was a 
mixt Aſſembly of Kine and Goats at Dinner upon 
the Lawns; their Meal was interrupted by the 
unwelcome Salutes of troubleſome Breezes, whoſe 
Stimulation of Rump did engender ſuch a Fro- 
lick, that with curled Tail, and toſsd-up Horn, 
they run gadding and bellowing, and with their 
vocal Friſking, with a pleaſant Kind of Ter- 
ror, 
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ror, did at once both recreate and affright the 


aſtoniſh'd Beholders: The Magiſtrate or Herds-

The whole Nation (like a German Family) 
is of one Quality; for as every Lord's Son is a 
Lord here, ſo every one is crown'd with the Ti. 
tle of Gentlemen there; ſo that hur 1 is a 
good Paſture for an Herald to bite in, 
can't chuſe but grow fat among ſuch worth 
full Genealogies. We were much ſurprized at 
Thoughts of their Rank, and did not basel 
ſo much Gentility among ſuch a People; when 
we ſaw ſo many Coats without Arms, we could 


not imagine. they had any with them, but fun- 
cy'd they had more Need of a. Ta = than of 
Clarentius, and of a Pricklouſe to 


itch up and 


compoſe their Breeches, rather than an Herald 
to blazon their Families. They appeared to us 
to be very ill accoutered Gentry: But however 
Vileneſs of Eguipage is no Blot in Scutebeon 3 
Art as 


as may be eaſily. made out from this colloning 
Narrative: When King James commanded all 
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that were Gentlemen in an Army to paſs by him, 


he, obſerving a Rag-a-muffin to hobble in the 
Rear of the Train, commanded him to be ſtop- 
ped, becauſe he looked not like a Gentleman 
but Taphy cry*d out that hur was as good a Shen- 
tleman as the beſt, only hur Cattle was not ſo good. 
In their Travels they care not much that their 
Horſes ſhould drink with a Toaſt; as appears 
by the Wrath which Shenkin diſcover'd, whom 
his quaffing Beaſt had pitch-poPd into a River. 
Uds. piutter a- nails (quoth he) in a great Fury, 
what, cannot hur drink without a Toaſt? He 
took it much in Dudgeon, that the Jade ſhould 
be ſo bold as to make a Sop of his Maſter. 
They do notalways obſerve the Rules of Fuf- 
tice in their Puniſhment z oftentimes thaſtiſing one

ing over a River in their Country with a diminu- 
tive Nag; the Steed never uſing to travel by 
Water, and wondering that he ſtood ſtill and 
mov' d, was poſſeſyd ic Fear, and made ſome 
Diſturbance in the Boat, to the great endanger- 
ing of the Paſſengers: The Welſbman, being 
in Jeopardy, was fir'd with Anger, and with- 
out any Wings he vet on the Taylor, and re- 
venged the Injury of the Palfrey on poor Prick- 
Louſe. The Stitcher ſwaddled the ſcrupiing . 
Horſe, and Taphy beat the Stitcher, to the great

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A of Skin : It affords excellent Harbour to the Ver-

His Faſhion is generally a pair of oblong 
Trowzes made of a Brace of Cloak-bags, 
ſuppos'd to be Twins; theſe rack'd together 
are a perfect Emblem of his crural Attire. This 
Garment had conjugal Affinity to a thing call'd 
a Doublet of the ſame Lineage; a copious 
Veſtment, very roomthy and capacious, able 
to comprehend both his Arms in the ſingle 
Pudding- bag of one Sleeve; its uppermoſt 
Confines were hemm'd with the ſcanty Dimen- 
fions of a contracted Collar, but its lower Ex- 
tremity was bordered with the Paraphraſe of 
amplified Lappets. The Summity of his Head 
1s commonly Crown'd with a Monmouth Cap, 
and its Crown is commonly pinnacled with the 
Battlement of a Button. Cuffs are an Junova- 
vation, things which their Anceſtors were ſel- 
dom guilty of; and indeed Bands and clean 
Linnen are an vpſtart Invention; being the 
modern Effects of Pride of their huge ones, 
whereas Primitive Briti/hment was never acquaint- 
ed with the Habiliment of a Sbirt.

A good Meſs of Flummery, a 
ir of Eggs he rejoices at as a Feaſt, eſpecially

a Morſel for which he hath a great Kindneſs. 
Tou may ſee him pictur'd ſometimes with that 
Crevis in his Head, call'd a Mouth, charg'd 
at both Corners with a Creſcent of. Cheeſe, 
and himſelf a cock-horſe on a Red-Herring, and 
his Hat adorned with a Plume of Leeks: Good 
edible Equipage! which, when Hunger pinch-

As for his Perſon, his Stature i is of the low-

Haut-gouſt of Body that. breathes from Grain, 
he uloally ſends forth an artificial Smell, which

ſweet : He ſmells as rankly of the fingle Stink 
of Brimſtone, as a Gold. finder of a Medly; for 
a ſcurvy Diſeaſe, commonly call'd the Scruba - 
do, makes frequently an [zroad into his Per- 
fon, and invades his Body; ſo that he is forc'd 
to choak his Enemy by Stink of Sulphur. 


: "ha creeping Diſtemper, whoſe Progreſs is 
check*d by Mortification, ſo that when he leaves 


F his Shirt, that is, when it leaves bim, and 


can 
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can hang on no longer, it is excellent Furni- 
ture for Tinder-box, as virtually containing in 
it both Match and Tinde. 

The Muſick, he. plays upon, is a Tool ſtil'd 
an Harp, that is, a Triangular Stick bed. corded 
with variety of extended Catlings; which he 
tickles with as much Dexterity, as if Prentice 
to Amphion, and draws as many Boys after him, 
as he did Stones; hay, theſe we have ſeen in 
ſome Places to trot after him; but not ſo much 
to admire, as to pelt him for his Harmony. 
He puts his Inſtrument to one Uſe more than 
the Ancients did theirs, i. e, he purveys with 
it for Maintenance; ſo that when Suſtenance 
fails him, he ſtrites up for a Morſel, and ſo 
lives by Sounds, and (Cameleon like) hath Ali- 
mony from Air. He ferenades Vieluals in every 
Village, as the Pide-piper did Rats at Hanel; 
and he allures Lunc beons after him, as much 
as the other did Veni: Here a Knob of Ba- 
con wags after him, for one Strain, and there 
a Cruſt follows him as the Reward of another; 
one hits him in the Mouth with a Payment 
of Pottage, another pops him in the Pocket 
with the Gratuity of a Carrot; he is laden ſome- 
times with ſuck Plenty of Beverage, that he 
can't jog for his Fraught; all which variety of 
Fragments is the moſt ample Income, and won- 
derful Revenue of his Skill in Muſick. - His 
uſual Admirers are Country Milk-maids, whom 
Vibration of String doth move and ſtit into Jig 
and Meaſure; and whom Breeze of Inſtru. 
ment (Hike thoſe in Fail) do chafe and tickle 
into Dance and Caper: By the wagging of 
his Noddle, and the 4wriggling of his Limbs, 
he ſeems to be taken with the Aecenti, or elſt 
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to be bitten with the Tarantula of his on 
Muſick, which hath infe#ed him into a Galliard, 
and caus'd him to fig about with 'a Frolick 
Motion, 3 Fae” af Þ 

We could not perceive that they were guilty 
of much Learning, of which the /owe/t Degree 
is ſeveral Natches above their moſt exalted Ca- 
pacity. We met with one pretty Proband in 
the Alphabet; but for the moſt part the Know- 
ledge of the leaſt Jota is rare and unuſual. A 
Man ſkill'd in Ort hograpbhy is admir'd as a Sophy, 
and a Writer of his Name is term'd a Rabbi.

ble at the Stars, and moſt intimate with the Pla- 
nets ; inſomuch that ſometimes he would fliag 
at a Futurity, and venture at a Prognoſtick con- 
cerning the Weather. *Tis ſuppos'd he was bred 
up at the Feet of ſome She-Gamaliel, being ſo 
well vers'd in the Prophecies of old Wo- 
mens Corns, and who could as cleverly. foretel 
Rain, as the learned Almanack of the moſt Wea- 
ther-wiſe Toe The Study of Wizardiſm hath 
alſo been famous amongſt them; one Goodman 
Druis was well accompliſh'd in that Kind of 
Learning; hence formerly a Wizard was tid 


a Drue. This Fellow (they tell us) was the School- 


maſter of Pythagoras, into whoſe Breech, tis 
faid, he infus'd by Birch the Opinion of Tranſ- 
migration. He was dextrous at a Fortune, and 
Old-Dog at Augury ; the only thing, we diſlike 
in him, is, he ſacrificed Men, and ſo divin'e

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85 To the Wiſdom and Philoſophy of this Sophy, 
his lirtle Boy Bardus added Poetry; a Lad, it 


ſeems, notably inſpir'd with Flames and Fire- 


brands, with Heats and Raptures, and ſuch 
Kind of 'Tackle that are us'd by Poets. The 
Diſciples of this Laureat were term'd Bards, 
the great Embalmers of heroick Actions; who, 
I warrant you, will wrap up an Atchievement 
fo ſecurely. in a Monument of a ſingle Verſe, 
that all the Nibblings in the World ſhall never 

be able to devour the Immortality of a Name. 

They ballad-ſung the Praiſes" of renowned He- 
roes, For in Pt Strains <vire-draw'd their Fame, 

and ftretch'd their Glory to after Ages. They 

were in huge Efteem, and had the Cap and Knee 

of the greateſt Commanders, inſomuch that if 
two Armies were even at Cuffs, or at Cudęels, 

and a venerable Bard had ſtepp'd in but with 

one Foot of his Poetry, they would have held 

their Hands, and have thrown down their Hilis, 

and have hearken'd to the Advice of his learned 

Da#yles, and not offer to ſnout it till his Po- 
tical Worſhip had been out of Danger. The 
moſt famous of theſe Metre-mongers were Robin 
Plenidius, my Gaffer Glaskiron, and of late

The Cbampions of the Country, Men of ce. 
Jebrated Proweſs, were Mr. Caſſibellane and 
Sir Neunius, Knight, the former whereof was

A Welſbman, when once abroad, 
hath no more Tendency Home, than a Stone an 
Inclination to fall upward : He will trot over the 
Globe, and rather endure the Infliction of any 
Exile, than the cruel Puniſnment of being ba- 
niſo' d Home; if he is once on this Side Dec, 
neither Hunger nor Husks, nor any kind of 
Hardſhip ſhall drive him on the other 
We could not, in our Travels, wind very 
many Feaſts among them, the Shabbineſs of 
their Soil being not able to nouriſh and pam- 
per Luxury, ſo that a Cook unleſs he exerciſe 
on himſelf, and dreſs his own Fingers, is 
immediately ſtarved here for Want of Employ- 
ment. They make ſome little Invitations per- 
haps to a Kid's. bead or ſo; and will junket 
with Hop- tops with brisk Alacrity. Such plain 
mean, and as I may ſay, Burrough Food was 
even their feſtival Entertainments; but as for 
any embroider' d, and, as it were, metropolitan:

dled into a Buſineſs of no fmall Aggravation, 
Oh! how theſe Pertifoggers will bag a Buffet- 


ing, and improve a Squobble! They are the 


very Bellows of Contention, and will ſoon blow 
a Spark into a great Combuſtion. They are 8 
Kind of Tinkers in the Law, who uſually make 
Holes on Purpoſe: that they may mend them; 
nay, ſometimes they will play at Loggerbead 
themſelves to ſet others together by the Ears, 
and ſo (as if Fighting was contagious) will in- 
feft the Taphies into Quarrels and Blows. One 
| marching along the Streets advanced the Scold. 
ing of two Women into an huge Tumult, as 
Duels ſwell into great Wars; and made the 
Snarling of two Dogs thrive into an Action, 


and the Fighting of Maſtiffs to end in the Court 


of  Common-Pleas, They commonly broach 
Quarrels, and incenſe the Shentlemen into Knock- 
ings and Smitings, cracked Crowns, and black 
Eyes, into Aſſaults and Batteries, and all for 
Hopes of a Livelihood that may be 5kimmed 
from the Benefit of ſuch Wars: But perhaps the 
Spoils from the Skirmiſhes of ſuch Clients are as 
rare as Pillage from a Scotch Army, The uſaal 
Crime, for which they ſtand generally convicted, 

. is 
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is that great Tranſgreſſion and Sin of Mice, 
the nimming of Cheeſe, and the filching of 
Oatmeal, and of the reſt of the good Crea- 
tures that are. arked in the Cupboard ;: and. as. 
they offend like Vermin, ſo are ordinarily taken 
ſo too, that is, not apprehended like Men, but 
entrapped like Rats; after which they are con- 
vented before the ſage Puſs of the Law, which, 
purring upon a Tribunal together with his Kit- 

ling Officers, doth faften on the Prey, and doth 
ſo ſuck and claw, it, till it hath mumbled out 
all its Blood, that is, all the Money of its Veins, 
and then wholly devours it. This, I ſay, is 
one of their Offences, though not the only one; 
for ſome of them have been laſh'd for an At- 
tempt upon Hen- Roots, and have received 
e even for aue Poultry: 
at the wrong End; for Taphy, it ſeems, hav- 
ing filched a Chicken by the Breech, did diſrump 
her by his Theft; and therefore, in Reſemblance 
to his Crime, was almoſt diſrump'd by Puniſh- 
ment; ſo that, for ftealing the Bird's Tail, be 
had well - nigh loſt his Nn) A pretty Circum- 
ſtance obſerved in their Juſtice ! and a laudable 
Way of proceeding according to Lex Talionis. 
For ſeveral Crimes they have various Puniſn- 
ments. That grand Enarmity of Breaking- 
wind is chaſtiſed there as it is in England, that 
is, the Hand of Magiſtracy doth uſually inflict 
a pretty luſty Cobbling, that is, for every Re- 
ort the Loſs of an Hair, though ſome that have 
5 much addicted to that Infirmity, and there- 
fore have been very guilty of a Stink, have en- 
dur'd the Cruelty of tormenting Fairies, that is, 
have been pinch'd into Manners, and a better 
Smell, Artificers, when at work, puniſh any un- 
handſome Action, by a particular Seyerity pecu- 
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liar to themſelves, which they call Parſing. 
The Execution whereof is after this Manner: 


The Malefactor being proſtrate on a Block, two 
of the ſame Occupation pull, as diſcreeily as 
they can, his Drawers as cloſe to Buttock as a 
Spaniard's Breeches, ſo as not to be Jaid hold on 


by the moſt curious Pinſers; the Pavement of 


Poſteriors being levell'd and ſmooth'd from any 


Wrinkles, a third Artiſan ſtrikes it with a Rule, 
whoſe ſmart Application, by quick Ferks, makes 


ſome Impreſſion of Pain, and ſo moves the Blood 


as to raiſe and ſtart a Tincture, and (as it were) 
the Hlea- biting of a Bluſh. Some of the more 
obſtinate Criminals are puniſh'd by Suſpenſion, 
but not by the Neck, as here in England, but 
by the Wriſts, Thumb-rop'd together with a 
String of Hay, and fo faſten'd to a Peg; well! 
this is but the Beginning (and as it were) the 
Hiſſing of the Puniſhment z do but mark, and 


the Sting will follow : The offending Taphy 
thus dangling in the Air, the Beadle approaches 
with a Stick imp'd with a Feather at one End, 
and tickles his Teſticles ; theſe ſofter Titilla- 


tions engender ſome Vibrations of Body, and 
nimble Friſkings, which are ſhrewdly chaſtis'd 


by a ſurly Cat-M nine: tails. 


The Cattle, we ſaw moſt legible on their Moun- 
tains, were Goats and Heifers, a runtiſn Sort of 
Animals, of a dwarf/þ Size, but very hardy, 
of a flinty Conſtitution, calculated on purpoſe 
for the Meridian of a Rock, on which (it ſeems) 


they can as heartily feed, as an Oſtrich on an 
Anvil. Great Numbers of theſe are often di/-

to the fainting Dominion, - almoſt: ſick for the 
Comfort of ſuch a Cordial. We perceiv'd their 
Herds to be frequently mingled with little Pal- 
fries, a ſtunted Sort of, Horſes, diminutive 
Brutes, Shavals in Short-hand. They are lower 
in Stature than an Aſs, but much feoifter in Foot, 
and very ſtrong ; as it appears from their Bur- 
dens, which are oftentimes the Fortune and Sub- 
ſtance of a whole Family; for when a Mortal 
breaks, he mounts all he hath. on a Welſb Nag, 
and travels under the Character of a Scotch Ped- 
lar. We chanc'd to ſee a Team of this ſmall 
Cattle, a rare Spectacle, being (as we ſuppos'd) 
the leaſt that ever was heard of, unleſs. that 
which was harneſs'd in Venus's Chariot, which 
was a Team of Doves. Theſe Britiſh Steeds 
are ſo brisk and mercurial, that the People 
would perſwade us, that a Taphy on à Tit 
would outſtrip in Travel an Arabian on a Dro- 
nedary; a Thing almoſt incredible, though the 


pricking up their Ears, and the ſticking up their 


Tails, is an Argument of their Mettle, and 
may give ſome Colour and Ground for the 
Aſſertion. 

That, which we admir'd moſt of all amongſt | 
them, was the Virginity of their Language, not 
deflower*d by the Mixture of any other Dialect :

native Gibberiſb is uſually: prattled throughout 
the whole Taphydome, except in their Market- 
Towns, whoſe Inhabitants being a little rais'd, 
and (as it were) puffed up into Bubbles above 
the ordinary Scum, do begin to deſpiſe it. Some 
of theſe being elevated above the' common Le- 
vel, and perhaps refin'd into the Quality of 
having wo Suits, are apt to fancy themſelves
